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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of species "B", the control electrode and the 
capacitance detecting electrode being configured separately in different layers in the reply filed 
on 07/25/2005 is acknowledged. The examiner inadvertently failed to include a statement that 
the species requirement mailed on 06/29/2005 was withdrawn in view of the species requirement 
set forth in the communication mailed on 10/18/2005. 

2. Applicant's election of species "A", depicted by Fig. 1, in the reply filed on 1 1/17/2005 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

3. Claims 3, 4 5 9 and 10 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species. Election was made without traverse in the reply 
filed on 11/17/2005. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 5-8, 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1 and 7, lines 10-1 1, the use language "wherein the control electrode 
...individually" would appear to be misdescriptive and inconsistent with the elected species "A", 
depicted by Fig. 1. It would appear that claims 1 and 7 are directed to one of the other species, 
such as species "B", "D", "E"...etc, due to the fact that the control electrode comprises a 
plurality of elements, to which different voltages are applied individually, which is not the case 
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with the elected species "A", which fails to illustrate or adequately describe such features being 
associated with the written description of Fig. 1. Correction and clarification is required in 
response to this communication. 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the capacitance detecting electrode 
and the control electrode including a plurality of electrode elements, to which different voltages 
are applied individually, must be shown in association with the elected invention or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures.

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6. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference character "6" has been used to designate both the upper substrate and the upper 
electrode. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

7. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference characters "5" and "6" have both been used to designate the upper substrate. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

8. Claims 2, 8, 19 and 26 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
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required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent 
form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The above mentioned claims fail to further 
limit their respective based claim by removing the requirement of "at least two electrodes", a 
control electrode and a capacitance detecting electrode, due to the fact that "a single electrode" 
serves as both a control and capacitance detecting electrode. 

9. Claims 18, 20-25 and 27-31 are allowed.
